SYG WALDHEIM STATED MOZAMBIQUE MINISTER OF DEVELOPMENT 
AND ECONOMIC PLANNING, DOS SANTOS, PHONED HIM JUNE 18, 

ON BEHALF PRESIDENT MACHEL, TO SAY THAT BORDER SITUATION 
WITH RHODESIA HAD DANGEROUSLY DETERIORATED, RHODESIAN 
TROOPS INVADED MOZAMBIQUE, AND TO REQUEST THE SYG TO TAKE 
NECESSARY STEPS FOR A COUNCIL MEETING. SUPPORT FOR 
MOZAMBIQUE'S REQUEST WAS VOICED BY MAURITIUS. INDIA, USSR, 

CHINA AND BENIN. ACCORDING TO CANADIANS (JUNE SC 
PRESIDENT), MOZAMBIQUE PERMREP LOBO WILL RETURN TO NEW YORK 
JUNE 22 AND OS SANTOS AND OTHER MEMBERS OF GOM DELEGATION 
ARE SCHEDULED TO ARRIVE JUNE 25. CANADIANS ALSO STATED 
MOZAMBIQUE ASKED THAT THE MEETING BE HELD JUNE 27 OR 
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2. INCIDENT AT YUGOSLAV MISSION - 

YUGOSLAV DEPUTY PERMREP MUJEZINOVIC DELIVERED TO AMB 
MCHENRY A NOTE OF PROTEST WHICH STATED THAT A MEMBER OF 
THE YUGOSLAV MISSION AND TWO DIPLOMATIC COURRIERS WERE 
THREATENED IN FRONT OF THE MISSION’S BUILDING JUNE 18 
BY THREE INDIVIDUALS WITH GESTURES OF SHOOTING AT THEM. 

THE POLICEMAN ON DUTY IN FRONT OF THE MISSION CALLED A 
PATROL CAR AND ALL THREE INDIVIDUALS WERE APPREHENDED. 

(ATHER POLICE SEARCH REVEALED NO WEAPONS AND YUGOSLAV 
STAFF MEMBER SAID HE WAS NOT AUTHORIZED TO PRESS CHARGES, 

THE POLICE RELEASED THE THREE, WHO ADMITTED BEING RELATIVES 
OF THE THREE CROAT NATIONALS WHO HAD INVADED THE YUGOSLAV 
MISSION EARLIER IN THE WEEK.) MUJEZINOVIC AGREED WITH MCHENRY 
THAT THE POLICE ACTED PROMPTLY AND CORRECTLY. HOWEVER. 

HE WENT ON TO COMPLAIN ABOUT US MASS MEDIA AND ITS REPORTING 
ON ANTI- YUGOSLAV ACTIVITY. MCHENRY SAID THE US AUTHORITIES 
WOULD CONTINUE TO DO EVERYTHING WITHIN THEIR POWER TO 
PROTECT YUGOSLAV PERSONNEL, BUT COULD UNDER NO CIRCUMSTANCES 
INTERFERE WITH MEDIA REPORTING OF INCIDENTS.

ALSO JUNE 18, TWO UNIDENTIFIED MALES APPROACHED A 
CHAMBERMAID AT ONE UN PLAZA HOTEL AND ASKED HER TO UNLOCK

SHE WAS PHONING THE ASSISTANT HOUSEKEEPER, WAS ASSAULTED

3. PEACEKEEPING COMMITTEE - 

THE COMMITTEE ACCEPTED WORKING GROUP'S INTERIM 
REPORT JUNE 17 AND AUTHORIZED FURTHER ONE- WEEK WORKING 
GROUP MEETING IN SEPTEMBER. SPEECHES BY BRAZIL, COMPLAIN- 
ING THAT PROGRESS MADE WAS NOT WORTH TIME AND EFFORT IN 
VOLVED AND BLAMING THIS LARGELY ON LACK OF WILL OF PER- 
MANENT MEMBERS, AND BY AUSTRIA, COMPLAINING THAT SOME SC 
MEMBERS NOT CARRYING THEIR SHARE OF FINANCIAL BURDEN, WERE 
THE HIGHLIGHTS. DANISH STATEMENT WAS SIMILAR TO AUSTRIAN, 
THOUGH LESS FORCEFUL.

5. COMMITTEE OF 24 - 
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WITHOUT VOTE, THE COMMITTEE JUNE 20 ADOPTED A REPORT ON 
BERMUDA WHICH, INTER ALIA: WELCOMED THE UK STATEMENT IT 
WOULD NOT DELAY INDEPENDENCE NOR FORCE IT ON THOSE 
WHO DID NOT WANT IT; CONSIDERED IT IMPORTANT THAT THE 
ELECTORAL SYSTEM ACCURATELY REFLECT THE WISHES OF THE MAJORITY 
OF BERMUDIANS AND THEREFORE IT MIGHT BE NECESSARY TO TAKE 
MEASURES TO ENSURE THAT THE EXPATRIATE VOTE DID NOT DECISIVELY 
INFLUENCE THE QUESTION OF FUTURE STATUS; EXPRESSED THE 
VIEW THAT PARTICULAR ATTENTION WAS NEEDED TO REMEDY THE 
INCREASING INCIDENCE OF CRIME; URGED CONTINUED EFFORT

INTERESTS, MRS. GBUJAMA (SIERRA LEONE) CITED INCREASED 
MINING INVESTMENT IN RHODESIA, WESTERN EXPLOITATION IN 
ANMIBIA, CONCENTRATION OF FOREIGN INVESTMENTS IN BERMUDA 
IN HOTELS AND LUXURY HOMES; CANADIAN, UK AND US INVESTMENTS 
IN TURKS AND CAICOS ISLANDS; AND INCREASED BANKING INVESTMENT 
IN CAYMAN ISLANDS. NEYTCHEV (BULGARIA) DENOUNCED THE EXTREMELY 
NEGATIVE ROLE PLAYED BY WESTERN MONOPOLIES IN ZAMBIA 
AND NAMIBIA, AND DECLARED THAT WESTERN POLITICIANS 
WERE ASSURING THE WORLD THEY WERE AGAINST THOSE REGIMES

DUBEY (INDIA), WHOSE STATEMENT DEALT PRIMARILY WITH 
SOUTHERN AFRICA, CHARGED THAT THE CULPRITS WERE THE CORPO- 
RATIONS AND BUSINESS INTERESTS OF SEVERAL COUNTRIES AND 
OF MEMBER STATES OF OECD. ONLY THE IMPOSITION OF MANDATORY 
SANCTIONS AGAINST SOUTH AFRICA WOULD RESULT IN INDEPENDENCE 
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FOR NAMIBIA, IN HIS VIEW. KHALEF (IRAQ) DENOUNCED ECONOMIC 
IMPERIALISM AND READ FROM A SECRETARIAT WORKING PAPER 
WHICH STATED THAT A WASHINGTON POST ARTICLE NOTED THAT 
THE PROMISE OF INDEPENDENCE FOR NAMIBIA LED TO "QUIET 
BUT INTENSE RIVALRY FOR COMMERCIAL ADVANTAGE" AMONG POTEN- 
TIAL INVESTORS, NOTABLY FROM THE USA, SOME OF WHOM WERE 
SUSPECTED OF ATTEMPTING TO INFLUENCE THE DRAFTING OF A 
CONSTITUTION AT THE WINDHOEK CONFERENCE AS WELL AS THE 
CHOICE OF PRIME MINISTER OR PRESIDENT. 

WU MIAO-FA (CHINA) SPOKE OF COLONIALIST AND IM- 
PERIALIST EXPLOITATION AND PLUNDER IN SOUTHERN AFRICA 
BEFORE REFERRING TO ONE SUPERPOWER WHICH IS "DOING ITS 
UTMOST TO BACK UP THE RACIST REGIMES FOR THE PURPOSE OF 
MAINTAINING ITS VESTED INTERESTS," AND THEN LAUNCHING INTO 
A DENUNCIATION OF THE OTHER SUPERPOWER WHICH IS "RESORT 
ING TO ALL KINDS OF SCHEMES AND INTRIGUES. .IN AN ATTEMPT 
TO BEEF UP ITS POSITION OF RIVALRY WITH THE OTHER SUPERPOWER 
FOR HEGEMONY OVER EUROPE AND THE WHOLE GLOBE..." 

6. COMMITTEE OF 24 SUBCOMMITTEE ON SMALL TERRITORIES - 

THE SUBCOMMITTEE CONCLUDED DISCUSSION JUNE 20 OF 
AMERICAN SAMOA AND HEARD AN OPENING STATEMENT BY THE UK 
ON ST. HELENA. THE RAPPORTEUR INTRODUCED A DRAFT REPORT 
ON THE BRITISH VIRGIN ISLANDS, MONTSERRAT, AND TURKS AND 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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CAICOS. 

KRIENDLER, IN HIS STATEMENT, RESPONDED TO QUESTIONS 
RAISED EARLIER CONCERNING, INTER ALIA, THE DECISION OF THE 
PEOPLE OF AMERICAN SAMOA TO ELECT THEIR OWN GOVERNOR AND 
LIEUTENANT GOVERNOR, WHICH WAS FULLY IN ACCORDANCE WITH 
CHARTER ART. 73(B). ABOUT 64 PERCENT OF REGISTERED VOTERS 
CAST BALLOTS. HE EXPLAINED THAT OF THE TOTAL CENSUS 
FIGURE OF ABOUT 30,000 INDIVIDUALS IN AMERICAN SAMOA, ONLY 
ABOUT HALF WERE 18 YEARS OF AGE OR OLDER AND APPROXIMATELY 
7,000 WERE ALIENS. BEFORE THE LAST REFERENDUM GREAT CARE 
HAD BEEN TAKEN TO ENSURE THAT THE RESULTS WOULD REFLECT 
THE FREELY EXPRESSED VIEWS OF THE PEOPLE. THE FULL EXTENT 
OF THE POWERS AND RESPONSIBILITIES OF THE GOVERNOR WOULD 
BE SPELLED OUT IN A SECRETARIAL ORDER TO BE PROMULGATED 
BY THE SECRETARY OF THE INTERIOR IN THE COMING MONTHS. 

THERE WAS NO IMMEDIATE PROSPECT OF CONGRESS APPROVING AN 
ORGANIC ACT FOR AMERICAN SAMOA, AND THERE WAS LITTLE 
SUPPORT AMONG THE PEOPLE FOR IT BECAUSE THEY FELT IT 
COULD JEOPARDIZE TRADITIONAL LANDHOLDING PATTERNS. THE 
USG AND THE GOVERNMENT OF AMERICAN SAMOA HAD HAD CONSIDER- 
ABLE SUCCESS IN INCREASING LOCAL REVENUE COLLECTION AND 
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REDUCING RELIANCE ON THE ANNUAL FEDERAL GRANT. OVERALL 
UNEMPLOYMENT WAS ESTIMATED AT 7.4 PERCENT AND THE UNEM- 
PLOYED CONSISTED LARGELY OF THE YOUNG AND UNSKILLED, 
KRIENDLER REPORTED. THE US WAS CONSIDERING THE SUBCOMMITTEE'S 
DESIRE TO SEND A VISITING MISSION, HE ADDED. 
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BRIGHTLY (UK) STATED THAT ST. HELENA WAS VERY SMALL, 
HAD LIMITED NATURAL RESOURCES, WAS NOT SELF-SUFFICIENT 
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ECONOMICALLY, AND THERE WAS NO DESIRE FOR INDEPENDENCE 
AMONG THE ISLANDERS. A SURVEY WAS UNDERWAY TO DETERMINE 
WHETHER A SMALL EXPORT INDUSTRY COULD BE DEVELOPED. THE 
NUMBER OF PASSENGERS ENVISAGED DID NOT JUSTIFY THE EXPENSE 
OF DEVELOPING AN AIRSTRIP, BUT THE UK WAS GIVING PRIORITY 
TO SEA TRANSPORT. THE FIVE-YEAR DEVELOPMENT LAN WAS 
GAINING MOMENTUM AND. THOUGH THINGS HAD NOT PROGRESSED AS 
FAST AS DESIRED, HMG WAS SATISFIED WITH THE RESULTS THUS 
FAR, BRIGHTLY TOLD THE SUBCOMMITTEE. (REPEATED INFO 
CANBERRA, SUVA, INTERIOR OTA) 

7. LAW OF THE SEA - 

THE CHAIRMEN OF THE THREE MAIN LOS COMMITTEES, BRINGING 
THE GENERAL COMMITTEE UP TO DATE JUNE 20 ON THE PROGRESS 
MADE UP TO THE MIDWAY POINT OF THE CURRENT EIGHT- 
WEEK SESSION, ALL INDICATED THAT THEIR COMMITTEES WOULD 
NEED ADDITIONAL TIME BEYOND THIS FIFTH WEEK OF THE SESSION 
FOR CONTINUED NEGOTIATIONS ON THE KEY ISSUES CONFRONTING 
THEM. PRESIDENT AMERASINGHE (SRI LANKA) SCHEDULED THE 
NEXT MEETING OF THE GENERAL COMMITTEE FOR JUNE 27 TO 
DISCUSS THE PREPARATION OF A SINGLE COMPOSITE NEGOTIATING 
BEXT BRINGING TOGETHER THE FOUR SEPARATELY PREPARED 
PARTS OF THE TEXT WHICH THE CONFERENCE HAS BEEN DISCUSSING. 
ANNOUNCING HIS INTENTION TO MEET WITH THE COMMITTEE 
CHAIRMEN TO REVIEW THE SITUATION PRIOR TO THE JUNE 27 
MEETING, AMERASINGHE URGED THE COMMITTEES ON "TO QUICKER 
AND GREATER ENDEAVOR." 

COMMITTEE 1 CHAIRMAN ENGO (CAMEROON) SAID THAT EVENSEN 
(NORWAY), WHO PRESIDED OVER THE CHAIRMAN S NEGOTIATING GROUP, 
HAD SUBMITTED A REPORT GIVING HIS PRIVATE AND PERSONAL 
PROPOSALS ON EXPLOITATION. THIS WOULD NOT BECOME A COMMITTEE 
CONFIDENTIAL 
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DOCUMENT BUT IT INTRODUCED NEW IDEAS THAT COULD SERVE 
AS A BASIS FOR CONSULTATIONS. HE HAD CIRCULATED IT 
INFORMALLY, AND HE ASKED FOR REACTIONS. 
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USIAEA ALSO FOR EMBASSY 

UPADHYAY (NEPAL, ON BEHALF OF THE G-77, ASKED 

THAT HIS GROUP BE GIVEN AT LEAST TWO DAYS TO SEEK AGREEMENT 

AMONG ITS MEMBERS ON COMMITTEE 1 DOCUMENTS. THE PRESI- 
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DENT EXPRESSED HOPE THAT THE G-77 WOULD NOT SPEND TOO 
MUCH TIME IN ATTEMPTING TO CONCILIATE THEIR VIEWS. IF THE 
G-77 COULD NOT REACH AGREEMENT, "THEY MUST CONFESS THAT 
FACT" AND REPORT ACCORDINGLY. HE ADDED THAT HE WOULD 
GRANT THE REQUESTED TIME. 

8. COMMITTEE ON CONFERENCES - 

THE COMMITTEE BEGAN ITS 1977 SUBSTANTIVE SESSION 
JUNE 20 AT WHICH IT IS TO CONSIDER SUCH MATTERS AS THE 
UN CALENDAR OF CONFERENCES FOR 1978-79 AND THE FUTURE OF 
THE COMMITTEE. THE NATURE OF FINANCIAL INFORMATION 
PROVIDED THE COMMITTEE WHEN IT CONSIDERS PROPOSED DE- 
PARTURES FROM THE APPROVED CALENDAR WAS DISCUSSED, AND 
THE COMMITTEE ASKED THE SECRETARIAT TO PREPARE A PAPER 
ON THE FINANCIAL IMPLICATIONS OF DEPARTURES AUTHORIZED 
OVER THE PAST TWO YEARS WHICH WOULD THROW SOME LIGHT ON 
THE COMPARATIVE NATURE OF THE COSTS INVOLVED. 
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
